Cement Finisher; and
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WHEREAS, Charles Bass was a founding member of Mount Olive
Missionary Baptist Church in Chicago, where he established the
Usher Board in 1956 and served as 1its President; he also

established the musical group "Gospel Jubilees"; and

WHEREAS, Charles Bass was united in marriage to Katherine

Reid on December 21, 2012; and

WHEREAS, Charles Bass was preceded in death by his parents,

and by his brothers, J.C. and Sylvester; and
